Phe Traffic in Intoxicating Liquors, 

One of the great problems of the day, and 
probably the most difficult of a satisfactory 
solution, is that relating to the traffic in ia- 

wtexicating liquors as a common beverage. It 
is a question upon which political economists 
are greatly divided in opinion, and moral re- 
formers are not ali of ope mind. To regulate 
the traffic in such a way as to realize there- 
from a maximum of revenue at a minimum: of 
Joss to the country resulting from drunken- 
ness, bas given rise to more experimental 
legislation than almost any other subject 
which has racked the brains of statesmen 
alike in England, America, and the older 
Provinces of our own Dominion, during the 
past quarter of a century at least. Despite 
all efforts to the contrary, in the countries 
named, the consumption of ardent spirits bas 


increased at a most astounding rate, and by 
those who oppose the traffic it is alleged that 
the increase of ‘crime bas been in an equal 
patio to the increase in the use of strong 
drink as a beverage. In Evgland, when Mr. 
Lowe presented his last financjal statement 


‘to the House of Commons, he made special | 


mention of the fact that the people of Great 
Britain had drank themselves clear of the 
debt of twenty-five~-millions ef dollars 
awarded to the ‘United States as compensa- 
tion for losses sustained by the depredations 
of the Alabama and other Confederate cruis- 
ers, as the revenue derived from intoxi- 
eating liquors during the past year bad ex- 
Ceeded that of the previous year by that 
amount. And what seems strange in this 
connection is the fact that never were the 
advocates of total abstinence more powerful 
fa numbers and influence in the old couutry 
than they are at the present moment, nor 
more earnest or indefatigable io their eff rts 
to stem the tidal wave of intemperance. In 
the United States various schemes have been 
tried to regulate the traffic, bat only one is 
esid to have proved in the least degree 
effectual. That one is the total prohibition 
of the traffic, except for medicinal purposes. 
That extreme method of overcoming drunk- 
-@nness, and enforcing the priociples of total 
abstinence by Act of Parliament, bas been 
tried only. to a very limited extent among 
ovr American cousins, but if official reports 
bearing upon the subject, where the experi- 
ment—bhas been fairly tried, are to be relied 
on, the results have been fully equal to 
the most sanguine expectation of those who 
madg it. .In our own Dominion there is a 
powerful\party seeking the enactment of s 
probibitory liquor law. The House of Com- 
mons has been completely inundated this 
session with petitions praying for the adop 
‘thon of such a law, and among its advocates 
are the foremost men on both sides ‘of the 
House. bk is not likely a probibitory meaj 
‘gure will be passed this session, but a com- 
mittee, we believe, bas been appointed for 
the purpose of eliciting intormation bearing 
on the subject, and that committee will 
doubtiess make their report next session, 
end upon the nature of that report will the 
House most likely be guided as to the action 
they will take on this vitally important 
question. It is not at all improbable that 
if the House of Commons takes this sub- 
ject in band sext session, and passes a 
probibitory liquor law, they will extend the 
operations of that law throughout all the 
Provinces, and it istor this reason that we 
advert to the subject, go that our readers 
msy in a measure be prepared for what is 
coming. It the traffic in intoxicating beyer- 
Sages bas been such an unmixed evil in the 
older Provinces as to render legislation ne- 
in order to puta stop to it, 1t seems 
“but a logical sequence that the mgis of the 
law sbould be thrown over the younger mem- 
bers of the Confederation to save them from 
those baneful effects which the traffic bas 
produced in the older Provinces. In propor- 
tion to oar population, we venture to say 
there is more liquor consumed annually than 
fn any other Province of the Dominion, and 
yet we do not think that drunkeoness is any- 
thing like so prevalent in British Columbia 
-as.in Ontario. The reason why it is so may 
“be in che fact that the liquors consumed here 
are of s very much better qualily than are 
consumed there.. If British Columbians have 
any serious objections to enforced abstinence 
from the use of intoxicating liquors as a 
beverage, they should consider in what way 
they can best make their objections | known, 
for the’ signs of the times indicate that a 
powerfal effort will be put forth next year 
te legislate away the daily use of beer, and 
lay a legal embargo upon brandy cocktails. 
On Saturday last we gave asynopsis of « 
delivered in the Senate, by the Hon. 
r. Vidal, on this subject, and the following 
ig an extract from a apeech on the same sub- 
ject, delivered in the Commons by Mr. Ross, 
Ahe member for West Middlesex, who said :— 
‘(In the advocacy of the measure contem- 
plated by the mover ofthe resolution, they 
“were mot advocating any new principle, for 
the same priuciple had been already embod- 
fed in many of the statutes of the Dominion. 
He need not refer to the course the different 
provinces of the Dominion had taken. ‘With 
the exception of the two last admitted to the 
‘Confederation, the principle of prohibition 
thas already been conceded. He pointed to 
abe rt ofthe committee on this subject, 
4a° the old parliament of Canada, where it 
las stated that three-fourths of the crimes of 
Ostario, for the three months previous to the 
period of the investigation, were directly 
Araceable to intemperance. These facts, he 
asserted, were as true at the present day as 
then, and we bad every year been accumu- 
lating evidence ot the reliability of date from 
which they had been obtained, as for instance 
ia the past year, 1872, when we find that two 
Yhirds of the inmates of the gaols came to 
that pass from this cause. During the same 
eed in the Province of Quebec, 4,000 bad 
m punished for the crime of drunkenness. 
In 1859, in the same Province, out of 6,000 
prisoners in charge for different crimes, 
3,527 were drunkards ; and in 1869 the pro- 
portion was still greater. These fucts alone 
were sufficient to show that there wasa ce- 
ceasity for something being done, and he 
ho that the proposed committee would be 
able to furnish the House with some plan 
which it could see fit to adopt for the settle- 
ment of the question. He did not think that 
the pablic miad of this country was yet pre- 
pared to accept a probibitory law, bat it 
would be the duty of this commit:ee to fur- 
nish such information es would allow them 
to do so. Someth.ng might be done in pros- 
tive to enable those who weala be likely 
suffer, to be prepared for what action the 
House might think fit to take upon the ques- 
tion, Then there was a question of revenue. 
He did oot think that it.was the sole duty of 
the Government to consider that question 
and nothing else. It was their duty to sr- 
periotend and briog about sucb legislation as 
would be for the best interests of the people. 
It was not for the Financial Minister merely 
to consider alone bow he,sball best increase 
the income of the Gov rnment, but Ke must 
also take hee i as to how tne people were af- 
fected thereby. Ia raising a revenue from 
i.toxicating Iquors, the Goverameat weie 
erpetuatiog an act which was injurioas to 
the community, and inflicted a greater evil 
On society, than all the good which was ac- 
qaired from a flourishing treasury. This was 
the ground which the temperance mea look 
on the prohibitory question. They argued 
that if possibly the revenue of the country 
bal to suffer temporarily, it would alterwards 
be more than compensated in the bsacfit con- 
ferred upon the country by the diminution of 
the evils arising from this traffic, while an 
sdditional impetus would be given to the di- 
velopment of the uatuial resources of the 
coun ry, into which a large amount of capi- 


tal now taken up im liquor, its importation, 
mavcufactare and sale, would necessarily be 
turned, He supported the appointment, of 
the committee, and said there was obly One 
conclusion to which it was possible for them 
to come, namely, to do something that would 
effectually stem the current of istemperante, 
and save the country from the insamerable 
evils it carries in its train.”

Hi. W. Atwell, correspondent of the Chron- 
icle, Record, and the New York Herald, ar- 
rived in town this eveniag, having left the 
front yesterday noon, The remains of Lieut. 
Harris left at the same time, and will arrive 
some time to-night. 

The following is from the Journal's extra 
of this evening 

Lava Bap, May 13—I am enabled to furnish 
news to noon of to-day. Last night Generals 
Gillem and Davis and others crossed the lake 
from Mason's camp during abeavy gule and 
came near losing their lives, the beat becom- 
ing’ almost unmanageable. From them I 
learn the correct situation of the troops now 
engagiag the Modocs. The scene of action is 
about twenty milrs southwest of tae origioal 
stronghold,in acountry natually very strong. 
At last account they bad been driven intos 
rocky fast.es,vhica they were; busy in fort'- 
fying. The turce present was not considered 
sufficient with which to storm the place, and 
the Modocs wil be beld there if possible, un- 
tilreinforcements with mortirscan bebroaght 
up. It will be two days before this can be 
accomplished; possibly longer. Meanwhile 
the troops presentare suffering for water,none 
being available. Every meang have been 
used to get a eupply notil the Modocs are 
driven out. Water is plenty at Willow 
Creek, in the re'r of the Modocs, but on ac- 
count of the distance itis not accessible to 
our troops. There will be desaltory skir- 
mishing until the place is abandoned by the 
Modocs or taken by the troops. 

I do not anticipate that the Modoes will be 
annibilated. The Indians have their womer: 
and children with them and will make a stand 
until their safety is provided for, and tben 
they will disappear, 

The result of the late fight may be briefly 
summed up as follows: Modocs driven, with 
loss of two killed and part «of their borses 
taken ; their ammunition train, clothing and 
about two tons of provisions dectroyed 
Their losses will set them to raidieg on the 
settlers. rs 

The Warm Spring Indians lost one man. 
The attuck was made by the. Modocs at day- 
break. They stripped to their breech-clouts, 
expecting to stampede the party, but were 
mistaken, though they succeeded in stamped- 
ing 24 borses, which were afterwards re- 
covered; killed one soldier and wounded 
seversl others. The Warm ~~ Spriog 
Indians run them past their p'under, 
capturing tbeir camp equipage end 
completely turoing the tables on them. 
Headquarters, wili be “moved to Miller's 
Island, Tole Lake, at once, making an iu- 
creased land carriage of 48 miles. Seventy- 
dve solaiers will be left atthe present camp 
to gaard.

Dominion Public Printing Com- 
mittee. 


SEN. CARRALL AND MR. MIOMPSON, M. P. PRESENT. 


A) adjourned meeting of the Public I riating 
Committee of both Honses met at Octawa on 
Thursday 20th ult. Among those present 
were Senator Carrall of the Senate, aud Mr. 
Thompson, M. P.. © F500, of the Commons. 
A meeting on Wedursday aijourned on the 
mo ion-broaght forward by Mr, Bowell, which 
ciaimed for Mr. Taylor an increase in his coa- 
tract under several operations therein con- 
tained, hamely, composition, press-work and 
alteration from copy. 

Hon. Mr. Chapais strted he was strongly 
in favor of allowing what was called “double 
composition’? which be believad Mr Taylor 
justly entitled to, nnd cout: d dtbat this was 
oniy keeping within the scope and meaning 
of Mr. Taylor’s contract and ought to have 
been allowed the contractor’ through the 
whole of his engagement with the Governo- 
ment as was clearly shown by the remarks 
of the Chiet Justice of Ontario in the sait 
brought before him. 

Mr. Young did not consjder thst the hon. 
gentleman's motion was exactly in order as 
it was a prineiple which had been decided by 
the last Committee, and directly opposed to 
the resolution which the Committee had now 
met to cousider., He desired the Chairman 
to state whether the motion could be put to 
the Committee. 

Hon. Mr. Aikins said that during the early 
part of Mr. Taylor’s contract what was term- 
ed ‘-donble composition’ had been paid, and 
it was fully recognized) by the Government 
that such a pri:ciole was intended when ten- 
iers were issued by the Governmeat for the 
wok. : 

Mr. Ross (Middlesex) said there wasa 
stight difference between the scheme propos- 
ed by the Hon: Mr. Chapais and that of Mr. 
Sowell, but contended that the motion of the 
Hon. Mr, Chapais was out of order. 

Hon, Mr. Carrall contended that the motion 
was strictly in order; and a legitimate subject 
for discussion, 

The question being again put to the Chair- 
man, be ruled that the motion of the Hon Mr. 
Chapais was out of order. 

Mr. Wallace, Hon. Mr. Ferrier, Mr. O'Reilly, 
and several other members contended that 
the ruling of the Chairman was incorrect. 

Tbe Chairman said be did not wish to open 
the question of double composition, as it 
would only be altering, in a measure, the dec- 
ision of the Judges, and that of the Printing 
Committee of last Parliament, 

The matter then dropped, = 

Mr. Young moved in amendment to Mr. 
Bowell's moticn, that 27 percent increase be 
given'to Mr. Taylor on the whole of his Par- 
liamentary contract,as in accordance with 
the aterage increase io th: price of labor all 
over the Dominion within the past three 
years, as taken from the Queen's -Priater’s 
report, 

Mr. O'Reilly argued, forcibly against Mr. 
Young's motion, as be did not consider that 
a basis for true compensation. He could not 
hold with the bon. gentieman that an average 
of the increase over the Dominion should be 
taken asa jastand proper ground, when it 
was clearly proved that there bad been a 
much larger increase in Ottawa in the price of 
labor and the cost of living than in any other 
city. in the Dominion, 

r. Bowell pointed ont that theamendment 
proposed by Mr. Young, covered all the work 
performed by the contractor for Parliameot 
under bis contract, while his motion onty 
aske@ foran increase in three items, and 
therefore it was a serious question whether 
the amendment wonld not give to the coa- 
tractor « larger sum than_was proposed in the 
original motion. * # bal 4 
He warned the committee against doing that 
which would-compel the contractor to el se 
his business. Ifthey did Parliament would 
be placed ac the mercy ef those who had ad- 
vocated a division of the printing among the 
different offices, which, if carried out, would 
compel the couatry to pay double that 
which would be paid under his resolation if 
adopted. 

Mr. Stephenson then rose to contradict 
statements put forth the day previous by Mr. 
Young and Mr. Ross (Middlesex), to the effect 
that Messrs. Hunter, Rose & Co. had never 
been granted anincrease. He read telegrams 
received a few days ago from the Chairman 
of the Printing Committee, Toronto. 

Mr. Young read a letter from the Queen's 
Priater, Toronto, stating that the Toronto 
Government had not as yet paid their con- 
tractore an ipcrease on their rates for print- 
ing. 

Mr. Bowell contended that it was elear 
that though they might not actually have 
received the money yet, the principle .bad 
been es'ablisbed by the committee and cop- 
firaied by the Ontario Parliament, and he felt 
sure Mr. Young could not object to follow the 
steps of that very economical Government 
and carry out the same rule with regard to 
Mr. Tay lor’s claim, , 

Toe Hon. Dr. Carrall felt very clear on the 
subject of what was termed ‘double compo- 
siiion,’’ and reiterated the statements pat 
forth by the Minister of Justice before toe 
Printing Committee last session. In view of 
the priaciple which had been involved by the 
action of the Committee on Wednesday, he 
found that the motion for an increase on Mr, 
Taylor's prices could now beentertained, and 
to meet the case in ail its bearings and to do 
justice te Mr. Taylor, he moved an amend- 
ment to tbe amendment, but which was acta- 
ally Mr. Bowell’s motion in point that Mr. 
Taylor be paid 35cts. per 1,000 ems composi- 
tion ; 25 cts. per tokea press work, and 25cts. 
per hour alterations. After some further 
disscussion on the three motions before the 
Committee, a call was made for yeas and 
nay. 

Sen. Carrali’s amendment was laid before 
the committee first and negatived, 5 to 16. 

Messrs. Carrall and Thompson were in the 
minority. 

Mr. Yonng’s met amendment with a similar 
result. Mr. Bowell's motion was carried. 
15 to 6. Messrs, Carrall and Thompson voted 
with the yeas. The increase is to commence 
from January 1, :871.

The 
prospect of a larger crop than ever before 
raised on these Islands ig very tair at present 
the weather too, seems to be veay favorable 
for getting good crops this season, The few 
showers of rain which we bad lately have 
started the grass finely. Stock of all kinds 
look exceedingly well. The winter having 
been a mild one there was not much oecasion 
for feeding.” .
